In a formal sense, Robert A. Taft of Cincinnati, 
son of the late President William Howard Taft, is 
Ohio’s "favorite son” candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination.

a "favorite son.’’ 
He does not possess any im portant following In 
the state. 
There has been no political bown in his 
favor. 
Consideration of him is not justified by the 
possibility of nomination in the national convention. 
Actually. Mr. Taft is not a "favorite son" candidate. 
He is, rather, a "stalking horse” candidate. 
His 
delegates, every Republican knows, will be available 
for anoihr candidate when a 
coup 
is to be engi­ 
neered in the convention. 
There is a distinction 
between "favorite son" and "stalking horse" which 
political organizations cannot be expected to stress, 
but which nevertheless is definite. 
Ohio law requires candidates for delegate* to a 
national convention to declare their first and second 
choice for the presidential nomination. 
Candidates 
may not make such declarations without the consent 
of the persons they choose to represent. 
Thus, when nil the prominent Republican presi­ 
dential possibilities, 
except 
Ben. 
Horah, withheld 
consent for the use of their names, th at left Sen. 
Borah as the only 
formal 
candidate. 
The 
state 
publican organization, desiring to offset the Borah 
campaign for delegates, had no choice but to offer 
delegates not committed to any 
actual 
candidate. 
Since there was no real “favorite son,” Mr. T aft and 
Charles H. Frederickson of Coshocton were appointed 
to act as "stalking horses." Naturally, the two gentle­ 
men are under no illusions about the political role 
they are playing,
